RURAL CREDIT BILL 


TO PROVIDE LOANS 


TO GOOD FARMERS

C.—A 
new 


rural credit bill has been drafted by 
Senator McXary, republican, Oregon, 
acting chairman of the senate agri- 
culture committee, after consultations 
with Secretary Wallace of the de- 
partment of agriculture and Secre- 
tary Hoover of the department of 
commerce, for consideration at the 
coming session of cotigress, when, he 
said, rural credit legislation would 
be passed. 


Senator McNary's 
bill embodies 


features of similar measures introduc- 
ed.The McXary bill would provide a 
revolving fund of $12,000,000—$1,- 
000,000 for apch federal reserve dis- 
trict—for short time lonns to farmers 
on warehouse certificates and similar 
securities.

HERE is something analogous to the increase 
in interest in amateur baseball while pro- 


fessional ball enthusiasm seems definitely 
waning, in the recent action of the trustees in 
charge of the fisherman's schooner race trophy 
in barring from the annual Atlantic coast race 
the schooner Mayflower, which was built by a 
syndicate of Boston rich men to compete in the 
Halifax-Gloucester classic. 
This action 
was 


taken although the Mayflower technically meets 
all conditions of the race, having made three 
trips to the fishing grounds this summer to 
qualify as an actual fishing schooner. 
How- 


ever, the fishermen, even the Gloucester 
men 


who saw the trophy go to Canada last year, 
took cognizance of the real purpose for which 
the schooner was built, and are reported to 
be all in favor of its debarment. 


this is as it should be. The race was pro- 


posed and sponsored by a Halifax newspaper 
for the express purpose of developing a special 
type of fishing schooner which should combine 
practical utility with sailing 
qualities 
and 


speed. It would doubtless be easy for a yacht 
designer to build a vessel which would outsail 
even the best of the Grand Banks fleet, but it 
would not be a fishing schooner. 
And should 


it win, the race would lose its characteristic 
flavor and be shorn of the sound purpose be- 
hind it. It would be then nothing but a techni- 
cal sporting event. That is all right in its way, 
but it is not as useful or important as the real 
fisherman's race, which is much more than a 
sporting event. 


Incidentally, when the Boston syndicate 


squealed at the Mayflower being barred from 
the race, the Halifax fishermen countered by 
proposing to race the Boston craft from Hali- 
fax to South America and back with a full load 
of fish, for a 810,000 sidebet. The millionaire 
"fishermen" shut up at once. That was too 
much like re^l work for them to undertake. 
And yet it was nothing but what the regular 
fisher-folk do all the time to earn their living. 
The incident shows well 
enough 
why 
the 


trophy trustees barred the Mayflower, and why 
they were right in their position. 


Real sporting interest is not professional. 


Genuine enthusiasm comes, as we have seen in 
La Crosse baseball this year and last, when the 
competition has a bona fide community flavor 
and is tied up with the life and interests of the 
people. If a sport hasn't that, it is generally 
more of a business than a sport, and frequently 
more of a gambling device than a business.

In fact, says Dr. Smissen, 
a quart of rye or Scotch is apt to lessen the 
victim's chances of recovery. Other scientists 
back Dr. Smissen's views. They have

carrying on investigation/s started by the Bra- 
zilian institute of serum therapy. 


Science thus vindicates the legal ruling, a 


few months ago, by Judge J. C. Hutcheson of 
the federal court in session at Corpus Christi, 
Texas. A gentleman on trial for violating the 
Volstead act had explained that snakes were 
numerous and active in his community, and 
that it was considered necessary to have a bot- 
tle of hooch on hand. The judge said he had 
been brought up on the theory that whisky was 
good for snake bite, but that the idea'has been 
exploded by science. A heart stimulant hastens 
circulation of poison through the body. He 
added: "Two hundred and fifty dollars and 
costs!" 


Like most evils, snake bite is not as dang- 


erous as generally believed. The average mor- 
tality from American venomous serpents 
is 


only a little more than 10 out of 100 persons 
bitten, according to the government's Biolog- 
ical Survey. Most snakes, the survey 
adds,

In addition, if Bulgaria is for 
the moment negligible, yet in the fu- 
ture Greece would have to count upon 
a new Bulgar attack. In her hundred 
years of freedom Greece has made 
long steps toward thc revitalizing of 
her oldest traditions.

Vast numbers of her population have 
been destroyed by 11 years of con- 
tinuous fighting, other masses have 
been exterminated or have fled to 
escape extermination. She will bo tho 
sick man. just the same and once 
more the struggle for the estate is 
going to be one of the chief battles 
of the great powers. 


In recent days the American press 


hns been filled with demands thnt thc 
United States take some action in tho 
Turkish mutter, but 
what 
action 


could we take? Our regular army hns 
been reduced to the point where we 
could hnrdly muster an army division 
for foreign service. It would be ne- 
cessary to resort to conscription to 
obtain an army to enforce nny de- 
mands which we- might make. And 
precisely what demands would we 
make? 


If the United States 
desires 
to 


take over Constantinople and admin- 
ister it. thus by means of an army 
and a navy effectively blocking the 
Turk out of Europe, why it is proba- 
ble that Europe-, which offered us the 
job at Paris would consent that wo 
take it now. But it would moan an 
army a nnvy and a fight, not morely 
a fight with the victorious Turkish 
armies of the moment, but a steady 
fight, for Turkish pressure 
would 


continue. 
* * * * 


Moreover the Turk is coming back 


primarily becnuso France and Great 
Britain have quarrelled about a num- 
ber of things. The French for ex- 
ample wanted Tangiers, the British 
are prr-vcntlng this French aspiration 
and France has paid Britain bnck 
by blocking a British design at the 
opposite end of the 
Mediterranean. 


Britain refuse'el 
to 
support Italian 


aims in the Adriatic .and Italy has 
'also found it in her heart to profr-r 
Turkish to Greek supremacy in the 
Js'car East. 


Such being the 
case 
what line 


should we take if we did enter the 
situation? 
AVoulel we back British 


policy, thus nlipnating 
the French 


and the- Italian or would we support 
tho Turk and thus run counter to 
Britain. If we entered nny European 
situation now we- should have to take 
n British or nn Anti-British stand, 
for thc lines arc drawn everywhere. 
And unless we were prepared to senrl 
a large army and strong fleet and 
were prepared to pay tho price of ac- 
tual conflict in men and money, li- 
terally in blood and treasure, there 
would be no use- in intervening at all. 


The Turk is coming back to Europe 


because British public sentiment will 
not back their government in a war 
to prevent it. Would American pub- 
lic sentiment back our Government in 
a war to prevent it? Great Britain 
supports Greek claims to Thrace and 
to Smyrna and a portion of Asia 
Minor. But declines to support French 
claims on the Rhine, Polish claims 
in P.inzTg nnd Vilnn or Italian claims 
in the Adriatic. When you 
have 
a 


conference of Genoa you soo French 
policy pulling one way 
nnd British 


the other. All this is trie-normal thin*; 
in Europe, the thing which you see 
on the- surface has little renl rcla- 
liou to the real struggle which is 
going on underneath. But at Paris and 
since Paris. Americans and even the 
American Government have been 'ed 
to net on the assumption that what 
wns seen wns real. Thus it is easy 
to become excited over the- moral is- 
suc-s involved or apparently involved 
in the return of the Turk. But it you 
analyze the case, you precoive that 
those who nrc now invoking tho mo- 
rn] issue, namely thc British, are pre- 
cisely the snmp people- who backed 
tho Turk all through the last ecu- 
tin-v.

It is not because of any moral 


issue that the French are backing the 
Poles or that, the British have- buck- 
ed the Greeks. It is not. becnuso of 
nny enthusiasm for justice that tho 
Italians, while they deny the- Greeks 
the- eh.inco to liberate the" hellonic 
population in Northern Epirus.

the world- with the wrongs 'dour tho 
Montenegrins 
by the Serbs. When 


you see a big nation^ in Europe today 
backing a smaller one. 
yon do not

Greece wns nsofnl to Britni'i, 
boeause it provided an army for uso 
n gainst the Turk and could take up 
land which might, otherwise hnvo f;il-' 
Ion to tho share of Italy or of France 
And Turkey is valuable to Franci- 


and Italy, because Turkish control in 
Constantinople puts a spoke in British 
Near Eastern designs. 
At the Puris Conference whenevi-r; 


any country wanted to prevent ano- 
ther from achieving some end. it 
ran to Mr. Wilson and provided him 
with a vast amount of evide-nce to 
prove that the ends of 
that 
other' 
country did violence to one or more 
of the fourteen points. This die! not 
indicate any enthusiasm for the Four- 
teen Points, but only a profound ea- 
gerness to.hoad off a 
rival. 
Now 


since Britain1, France and Italy are 
nominally allies, they do not attack 
each other, they only attack the na- 
tions which for one reason or another 
serve the interests of 
their 
allies, 


thus the- British attack thc Poles, as 
do the Italians, because both nations 
are ausious to limit French influence 
on the Continent. But 
both France 


and Italy join their hands 
in up- 


holding the Turk and defeating the 
Gre-ek. because in the Near East both 
France and Italy are interested in li- 
miting British influence.

If one is going to understand the: 


Near Eastern situation and the Tur- 
kish victory at all. one must sec- it not' 
as an isolated fact, but in its relation 
to all contemporary 
history. 
When 


the Russian,,Rods approached War- 
saw and threatened to destroy Po- 
land, the British declined to send a 
ship or soldier and the British com- 
missioner of the League of Nations at 
Danzig interfered to block the trans-. 
port of war material 
to the 
hard- 


pressr-d Poles. Yet under the League 
of Nations agreement 
Britain 
was 


bound to go to 
the support 
of the: 


Poles. In the same fashion the French 
nnd Italians withdrew their troops 
from the Asiatic shore of the- Darda- 
nelles and left the British to face the 
Turks alone, although 
they 
were 


bound to support the British by the 
same commitment. 


And the League of Rations, then, 


in session, elid nothing, 
because if 


there had been any attempt to act. 
the League- would have been split 
into two camps, one British and the 
other Anti-British, while 
whatever 


the Loague finally resolved .would 
ha.ve been no more than an empty 
gesture because the. League has. no 
army and no navy. 


Britain backed the Greek against 


Ihe Turk and the Turk, backed by 
I be French aud Italian has beaten the 
Greek. The Greek phase of the Near' 
Eastern Question is now terminated 
but Ihe Nenr Eastern Question has 
only entercel a new phase, now the 
battle will be between Briton. French- 
man and Italian to get or to retain the 
paramount influence with the Turk. 
Only a few years ago the Austrian 
barked the Serb against the Bulsra- 
rian because the Bulgarian was the 
soldier of Russia, but a few years la- 
ter Serbia was the soldier of Russia 
and the Bulgarian the ally of Austria, 
Britain fought the Crimean war to 
save Turkey from Russia, but Rus- 
sia nnd Britain were on one sirln nnrl 
1 


Turkey on the other in the last war. 
* * * * 


Britain must, now placate the T'.irk 


or pay a hugh price in disaffection 
in her Mohammedan counrrlcs. but 
she has far better resources in money 
and power 
with which 
to buy -he 


Turk than either tlaly or Franco, she 
has. 
moreover, despite recent blun- 


ders the tradition of a far abler dip- 
lomacy. The chances are, therefo.-e, 
that most of us will live to see Bri- 
tish influence again supreme at Con- 
stantinople with the 
Turk still en- 


treuched" there. 


The alternative is a war betweeo 


thc- British Empire and the Moham- 
medan tribes from the Golden Horn 
to Hindustan, with Egypt included 
for good measure. British surrender 
to Turkish demands for occupation 
of Constantinople and Western Thrace 
was a first indication of a determi- 
nation to avoid such a conflict. There 
will 
be other signs 
but tn'ers can 


hardly be a graver crisis 
than th.it 


which has just passed. 


In any event the fate 
which has 


overtaken Greece recals vividly that 
which struck down first Serbia and 
then Rumania, when they took the 
Russian side in the World War-'and 
later overwhelmed Bulgaria 
because 


she took the- German side. As fov the 
Thracian territory which now passes 
to the Turk, it was Turkish in"l9i^, 
Bulgarian in 1913, 
Turkish again 


in the same year, 'some of it passed 
to Bulgaria again in 1915 and all of 
it went to Greece in 1919. 
Now it is 


Turkish again, but for 
how 
long? 


When Turkey took it back from Bul- 
garia in 1913 not an American voice 
was raised to urge 
our Government 


intervene. When it was assigned to 
Greece, our representatives protested 
vigorously, now that Greece loses it 
there is demand for American action. 


For myself I should prefer to see ' 


the Greek have both Constantinople - 
and Smyrna, together with Eastern 
Thrace, but that is 
because I 
am 


frankly a Philhellene, not because I 
can conceive any duty on the part of 
my country to send its fleets and ar- 
mies across the seas to accomplish 
this end. After the Gallipoli campaign 
moreover, one may conclude thoTtha 
Turk would put up a good fight, for 
that campaign cost the British ;ilone 
300,000 lives, more than the World 
War cost us later.

Wisconsin people tnow a great 


deal about the Delle of th.e Wiscon- | 
sin river at Kilbourn, yet very fevr 
inow about the dells of the 
St. 


Croii; river, though they nra higher 
and. more picturesque even than their 
southern rivals. From high up in the 
St. Croii copper range in north Wis- 
consin the St. Croix river makes }ts 
way to the state line abov? panbury, 
Wisconsin, then forms the Minnesota* 
Wisconsin boundary for 150 miles un- 
til it empties into the Mississippi at 
Prescott. It is where the river flows 
through the narrow gorge in the Ke- 
weenaun trap rock near the village- 
of St Croix that the dells are found. 
Ages ago the great rock walls that 
crowd the river into its narrow chan- 
nels here were lava flows.

DEFY EXPERT TESTS 


Impossible to Distinguish Be- 


tween Real and Artificial 


Pearls is Claim 


PARIS.—Owners in Paris of valu- 


dfble strings of pearls 
have 
been 


thrown into something like conster- 
nation by the published opinion of 
Dr. Louis Boutan, professor of science 
at the University of Bordeaux, and an 
expert in pearls, that he and other 
pearl experts are ijnable to di^tin- 
guish between real pearls and those 
artificially grown by the Japanese. 
The statement, of Dr. Boutan, made 
at the French Academy of Sciences, 
removes the last hope 
concerning 


Japanese pearls, which have 
been 


grown in quantity since M. Mikimoto, 
the Japanese scientist, inade his dis- 
covery. 


Pearls normally are grown by acci- 


dent, through a fine grain of sand 
entering the shell of the oyster. The 
white 
substance, 
called a pearl, 


grows inside the oyster and is a se- 
cretion caused by the effort of the 
shellfish to get rid of the foreign 
substance. 
Mikimoto conceived the 


idea of opening oysters and inserting 
the foreign substance, or grain of 
Sand, that formerly came there acci- 
dentally. 


Since Japanese began 
to 
grow 


pearls artificially, there 
has 
been 


much cMkcussion as to whether these 
new pearls would affect the value of 
the accidentally grown pearls. 
The 


only difference would appear to be in 
the pearl seed,'or grain of sand, and 
now it is claimed by Dr. Boutan that
